In nothing has it been more notice- 
able than in the campaign now closing 
that we live in a changed world in 
which people are not thinking the 
thoughts that they used to think nor 
excited about that used to 
stir them. If we are to have four 
years more of Mr. Coolidge, we may 
get along very well. There have been 
regencies when the heir to the throne 
was a minor, and matters have gone 
along for a long time in other hands, 
sometimes the hands of women, that 
have given good administration. Mr. 
Coolidge’s candidacy has savored of 
that. What we have -had of his 
administration has been in the nature 
of a regency, and in many ways he 
has made a good job of it. His char- 
acter is excellent, his appointments 
have been good. His personal aspira- 
tions have never counted very much. 
He has never made a figure as an 
ambitious man crowding after what he 
believed to be an opportunity that was 
rightfully his. On the contrary, he has 
run for office as a sort of substitute; 
a substitute more acceptable to many 
voters, especially in his own party, 
than any possible principal they could

think of. If he is the least safe of 
the three presidential candidates, as 
was intimated in Lire last week, it is 
because of hard characters in his line- 
up, and because he may drift when he 
shouldn't, and because divisions in his 
party may tie his hands in foreign 
affairs, 

Mr. Davis has had a hard job, but 
he has developed leadership. It is true 
that some Democratic voters have run 
off after Mr. La Follette, that some 
are disgruntled because Mr. McAdoo is 
not the candidate, and some, like Judge 
Cohalan, because the candidate is not 
Governor Smith, but Mr. Davis is to- 
day the leader of his party. He has 
disappointed some Republican admirers 
because he has been less polite than 
they expected, but, after all, a presi- 
dential election is not a parlor game, 
and if Mr. Davis had made a carpet- 
knight campaign he would have been 
nowhere. 

As for Mr. La Follette, he is an 
able politician of long experience and 
has with him a lot of valuable Pro- 
gressives. Stocks might shiver a little 
if he were elected, but the country 
would not really quake. There is one 
cry nowadays that is remarkably popu- 
lar, and that is, “Too much govern- 
ment!” People are bothered with regu- 
lations, and with intricacies of taxa- 
tion, and by the bossing of subordinates 
in places of power. A great many of 
them don’t like it at all. Mr. La Fol- 
lette is credited with the desire to give 
us more government. Very likely he 
would not try to do it, for he is an 
astute person, but if he did try he 
would not succeed. Mr. Coolidge’s 
most popular slogan is economy. Most 
of the innovations advocated by Mr. 
La Follette would mean more office- 
holders, and probably an increase of 
the public debt.

Ir is time that the real truth about 
bobbed hair was known.

I put it up to 
the grindstone manufacturers, who in 
turn put it up to the barbers, who put 
it up to their lady friends, who put up 
with it, and there you are. (Oh, yes, 
I forgot to mention that we told them 
it was a foreign fashion.) Now the 
girls keep the barbers busy, so that 
they have to use grindstones to keep 
their knives, scissors, combs, etc., nicely 
sharpened, and that means more grind- 
stones, which in turn means more wa- 
tering cans.
